; Ml SPEAKER, 

J - S H O U L D not have troubled you, and 
.* the Houfe, on this occafion, were if not 
, , for the qbfurdlties with which the fpeech 
fpjm the throne is replete. His Majefly tells 
us, he has ordered certain papers, relative to 
Ireland, to be laid^before us. Why was not 
th^t order made in consequence of the ad- 
drefies ftom Ireland ’? Were Irifh addreffes 
to be disregarded ? And was the Irifh par- 
liament unworthy” of its fovercign’s notice ? 
T[?hc truth is, Sir, his Majeffy’s mintfters are 
m Ids’ odious in Ireland than they are in 
England. The King well knows this. The 
IVUh derm themfelvcs opprdTed, and call this 
government tyranny. To prove this, Sir, I 
tjecd only read to you the opinions of fome 
leading members jn the Irifh Common?. [His 
Lord (hip then produced a news paper, and 
read from it the debates of the Commons of 
Irbhnd on the firft of their meeting; and 
dwplt with particular empfiafis on every fen- 
temcetbat conveyed a cenfure on Adminiftra- 
M°n.] Thus, Sir, you fee the grievances, of 
Ireland are at length become fo numerous 
and intolerable, that the peoptc are obliged to 
infifi; on, as a piece of juflice from the noble 
Lord in the blue ribbon : If the Addrefs is 
to be prefonted, I hope the noble Lord in the 
blue ribbon will give me timely notice ; This 
1 afk, and infiff on, as a piece of juflice from 
ihe noble Lord, that I may difeharge that duty 
which my confcicnce claims of me ; that I 
may write down to my countrymen in Scot- 
land, and give them ‘warning to eftablifh an 
India Company of their own, 

“ Scotland, Sir, the people are as ready 
to break with thc-mmifter as in Ireland. The 
indulgences given to Papifts have alarmed the 
yvholc country, and they are determined, with 
utmoft vigilance and rafolution, to guard 


again# a people that are become fuch favour- 
ites in the eyes of the miniflry, I do not, Sir, 
deliver to you my own fentiments only $ go- 
vernment will find o'ne hundred and twenty 
thoufand men at my back, who will avow 
and fupport them. The people have fent 
petitions to the minifiers of flare, who have 
difregarded them ; to the Lord Chancellor, 
to deliver to the Lords, vfrho fuppreffed them; 
and to yon, v Mr. Speaker, who have incurred 
the difpleafure of the people, by not deliver- 
ing them to the commons. They have now 
primed their fentirtients and refolutions on 
their grievance 3 ; they will fhortly be pub- 
lifiied 3 and, the moment they are ready, I 
£ir, J will deliver j them to the King and the 
Prince of Wales, that they may learn from 
them upon what terms the Scotch will be 
governed.

regard it l Sir Hugh Smithfon, Earl Fercy 
Dyke of Northumberland, armed cap a* pee, 
march at the bead of all the cbeefemongers 
and grocers, from Temple b*r to Brentford, 
and the prefent Earl Douglafs is nor to be 
Intruded with arms ! The Scots, Sir,, arc 
juffly irritated at this fcandalous partiality; 
nor am they lets exafp era ted in point oi reli- 
gion. 

“ I lhall now, Sir, only trouble the Haufe 
a few moments longer. 1 would not, indeed, 
have occupied fo much of their time as I have 
already done, but that, being on my legs, 

I thought it proper to difeover the fentiments 
of the people of Scotland. AH that 1 have, 
now to add is, to give notice, that I intend/ 
on a future day, to rnove^oran addrefs to 
the king, to fend down to Scotland 120,000 
mu fleets and bayonets, to arm the dsfence- 
lefs people of that country."

3 Y letters from Breft we learn, that while 
they have been labouring there to fit 
out the fquadron of the Count de Guichen 
for the Weft Indies, they have alfo been very 
diligent in refitting the men of war in the port. 
'Of four ihips belonging to the fquadron of 
the Count d'Eftaing, viz the Languedoc, the 
Cefar, the ^rovence, and the Fantafque, the 
three laft have been already careened, and 
fent out of the Bafon, into which the Lan- 
guedoc was immediately to enter. They 
hoped by the full moon of March, to launch 
the Royal Louis the Northumberland, and 
the Aftrea. Thefe letters further obferve, 
that after having fent to fca 43 Clips of the 
line in the /pace of one month, frefh orders 
were copac from the Court to fix out fix o- 
thers with all psfliblc difpatch : Fhcfe are 
the Due de Burgogne, of So guqs, commanded 
by M. de Terney, Admiral, the Neptune, of 
74, M. Deftouches 5 the Magnanime, of 74* 
M. de Vandreuil ; the Eville, of 64, M.« de 
Clocheterie ; and the Ardent, of 64, M. dc 
Marigny. Two thoufand men, it is faid, 
are to be embarked with this 1 fquadron^ It 
is deftined to a fecret expedition ; the mod 
probable conje#ure is that it defigned for 
North America, whete it may attack New- 
foundland, Halifax,, or other ports, as circum- 
ftanscs may point out. Bofton is faid to be 

very ftrongly fortified. 

LONDON, February 20. 

The Court Gazette has at laft publifhed a 
letter from Admiral Rodney, dated the 9th 
of January, containing a detail of the capture 
of the spanifh convoy. 

It informs us, that on the 8th of January, 
at break of day, he difeovered a fleet of 2 1 
fail, that he immediately gave chafe, and the 
whole was taken in a few hours. This,, fleet 
was found to be Spanifh, with provifions and 
ftores, that failed from St. Sebaliian the ift 
January, under the protection of feven armed 
veiTels belonging to the Royal Company of 
Curacoa, one of 64 guns and 530 men, one 
of 28 guns and 150 irvm, one or r6 and 60 
men, one of jo and 40 men. Part of tiiis 
fleet were laden with provifions and ftores 
for the Spanifh garrifon at Cadiz; the reft 
with merchandize for the Rojal Company. 
The Admiral mentions in his letter that he 
fhould order for England' the vcfiels laden 
with ftores, under convoy of the America 
and Pearl men of war ; that he had manned 
from his own fleet the Spanifh man of war, 
and had called her the Prince William, out of 
refpe# to his Royal Highnefs, in whofe pre- 
fence this vefiel was taken. The Admiral 
fuppofes that this capture muft greatly dif- 
trefs the' enemy. 

March 1. 

Yefterday difpaiches arrived at Lord G. 
Germain’s office from General Haldiman at 
Quebec. TJte Moon Galliot, and the St. 
Antonia, arc bo*h fent into Portfmouth. The 
£uth of February Sir James W aliace was 
tried by a court martial at Portfmouth for the * 
lofs of his fhip, and was maft honorably 
acquitted. 

March 2. Capt. Jarvis of the Foudroynt, 
jwho has been upon a cruife, fell in with a 
floop from trance bound to Philadelphia, 
with difpatches for Corigrtfs, which he was 
fortunate enough to intercept, and being of 
the utmoft confequence, he has come to town 
with them himfelf, and yefterday carried 
them to the King. 

March 17, It appears from this ftatement, 
that the French and Spanifh navies, united 
at this time, amount to 101 fail of the line, 
and that of Great Britain to 99. But when 
it is confidered how many three deckers there 
iare in the latter, and how many fine 74*5 ; 
in what a different flats of repair our navy, 
moftly copper bottomed, or coppering, is 
from theirs ; that there will be an addition 
to the lift of fcveral more fhips of the line, 
new and .epairing, in thecourfe of the fum- 
mcr 5 and that we have 53 50*5 (which were 
Lift war rated of the line, but are not now) 
together with ip very fiite 44*5; when all 
this is confidered it muft: be clearly evident to 


all the world, that we have at this moment, 

abfolutely recovered a decided fuperiority at 
fea ; nor, humanly fpeaking, docs there 
feem to be the fmalieft doubt of our preferv- 
ing it, fince we can certainly bring new fhips 
forward as faft asthe French and Spaniards 
together. 

While Admiral Rodney has carried pro- 
vifions to Gibraltar, he has left our Weft 
India ifUnds expofed, to which the French 
arc gone" with fuch a force as muft render them 
greatly fuperior id thofe Teas. Admiral Par- 
ker has amufed himfelf there, in purfuit of 
prizes ; he has not attempted the retaking 
Grenada or St. Vincent ; and after the ar- 
rival of the Count de Guichen, wc may per- 
haps lofe Jamaica. We talk of reinforcing 
our fleet in the Weft Indies, and there is cer- 
tainly an indifpenftble neceflity for this, as 
Rodney is not on hvs way thither, and it is 
quite uncertain when^hc will be able to fail to ^ 
thofe coafts ; and the French ft. et being fo * 
much before him may put things in fuch a 
condition as may put it out of his power to 
regain a fuperiority. 

TRENTON, Mays 

Abom the 17^1 uU. a party of Indians were 
Hifcdvered at Mirttfu k, in Pcnnfylvania, and 
on Thmfday following fome of the Jerfey 
militia pafied the Delaware, and! engaged 
them ;a very fevere conflict enfued, which 
ended in a total defeat of the Indians.

BOSTON, May 18. 

The Public have feen the polite letter of 
Admiral Parker to the French Admiral, De' 
la Mothe Piquet, but no particular account 
haslet been publifhed of the a#ion in Fort 
Royal Bay, between thefe Admirals, to which 
that fetter refers, in which the Briufh Com- 
mander fo generoufly pays an culogium to his 
adverfary, The following is taken from the 
Gazette of France, of the nth of February 
laft. 

« The Sieur de Flotte, commander of the 
King’s frigate the Aurora, who left Martini- 
co the 28 h of December, arrived at Cadiz 
the 26th of January laft, and immediately fent 
his difpaiches to our Court. 

««* The Aurora failed from Marseilles in 
the month of Odtober, having uaderher con- 
voy 26 fail of merchant {hips, deftined for the 
windward ifiaads. As the Sieur dc FJotie 
approached Martinico on the x 8th of Decem- 
ber, about nine o’clock in the morning, he 


the convoy, with the Aurora^ appeared m 
full view before Fort Royal, while the batte- 
ries on the coaft kept up a fire on the van of 
the Briiilh fquadron, with as much'srffe# as 
the diftahcc would allow. Immediately the 
Sieur de la Mothe Piquet, commander in

He difengaged the frigate Aurora, and. with 
her eight merchant {hips which muft inevi-

The two other French fhips of tha line wer® 

" not backward in coming to the affiftimce~of 
the Anmbal : They maintained a feveie fight 
againft feven of the enemy’s' line* of* battle

batteries, which kept up a conftant. fue, but* 
at a great diftance^ the Engl ifh being afraid 
to venture too far into the Bay, or to approach 
too near the batteries.

*• Eight {hips o? this convoy were drove 
afhore on the coaft four of thefe were de- v 
fended by the batteries againft the^fire.of Ytyc 
£ng!i{h fhips, one of which' was difmafted; 
the other four that took refuge in.fmali Creeks 
were burnt by the enemy, but their cargoes 
were faved. The Engltfli having landed part* 
of their force to take thefe -cargoes, were re- 
pul fed. with lofs, fevcral times, by the troops 
of the King and the militia. It is computed 
the enemy loft about 60 killed .in their boat© 
in thefe attempts.

Mot). nr advantage that would arije from fowing 
in June is, that farmers have generally got through 
planting, and ofccurfe have more lei Jure to pre- 
pare their ground well. I have mentioned plough- 
ing twice, but three timet would he much better. 
Again, if the farmer fows fome early and feme 
late, he will not be fo much hurried at harvefl, as 
if he [owed all together. Ana lafily, if there fiould 
h an early drought , what he /owed firfl might be 
pinched, but he might have a tolerable crop from his
